CONSUMERS TO GET 
FREE ELECTRICITY 


A more detailed study of the re- 
cent electric power rate reductions 
ordered by the public service commis- 
sion caused officials of the Georgia 
Power Company Saturday to point 
that if the 108,000 customers of the 
company use all the “free electricity” 
they are entitled to during 1934 they 
can get a total of 20,000,000 kilowatt 
hours. 

This extra electricity can be had 
without affecting the $660,000 reduc- 
tion in electric bills which the public 
service commission ordered, the com- 
pany said, In other words, the cus- 
tomers “can get the reduction and 
the extra electricity too.” 

Under the new electric rate, the 
customer who paid $3.77 for 60 kilo- 
watt hours in January 1933, will pay 
$3.37 for the same number of hours 
in January, 1934, and save 40 cents. 

But, the company pointed out Nat- 
urday, for the same reduced bill of 
$3.37 the customer will be entitled to 
use free an additional 11 kilowatt 
hours. That means that the customer 
who paid $3.77 for 60 kilowatt hours 
in January 1933, will be able to use 
71 kilowatt hours in January, 1934, 
for 40 cents less money than paid 
for the 60 hours, 

Eleven kilowatt hours, the company 
explained, means 183 hours of elec- 
tric light (from aée single 60-watt 
bulb or divided among a number of 
them), Or, the 11 extra kilowatt 
hours which the consumer whose Jan- 
uary, 1933, consumption was 60 hours 
will use without additional charge, 
will operate a vacuum cleaner 61 
hours, or an electric iron 20 hours, 
or a washing machine 55 hours, 

The company’s estimate that 20,- 
000,000 kilowatt hours might be used 
free during 1934 was based on the 
supposition that all the 108,000 con- 
sumers used all the extra kilowatt 
hours to which they will be entitled 
in the “spread” provided for in the 
new rate schedule, 


Reynolds Must Face - 
$123,550 Breach Suit 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—(4)—Rich- 
ard J. Reynolds, heir to the Reynolds 
tobacco fortune, must defend himself 
in a breach of contract suit brought 
against him and others here by Jo- 
hanna Rischke, a dancer. 

Supreme Court Justice John E. 
McGeehan, who previously decided 
that young Reynolds was not subject 
to the jurisdiction of the courts of 
New York, changed his mind and his 
ruling today. 

Miss Rischke claims $123,550 from 
Reynolds and others for breach of a 
contract by which she alleges she was 
brought here from Germany for en- 
gagements.

and circled, but the photographers’ 
ships stayed right on his tail. 

Twice Lindbergh circled far out to 
sea, hoping the pursuing planes would 
not follow, but to no avail. Every 
time he made a turn, they followed 
close in behind. 

These tactics, amusing to the 
crowds below, continued for nearly a 
half hour before Lindbergh made a 
sudden bank, circled back of the air- 
port at top speed and put his plane 
into a long glide down to the water. 
The move took the other pilots by 
surprise and they were left far be- 


hind. 

Leveling his ship off a few feet 
above the water, Lindbergh set the 
pontoons down gently on the ocean 
a mile off shore. White spray was 
thrown out on either side of the pon- 
toons as they skimmed over the wa- 
ter. 

Swinging the plane around, Lind- 
bergh then climbed up on the cowling 
to obtain an unobstructed vision over 
the nose of the ship, while Mrs. Lind- 
bergh, who is a radio operator as 
well as a pilot, received diréectfoys 
from her husband in taxiing in to- 
ward shore. 

Even after shaking off the pur- 
suing planes in the air, the couple 
were annoyed again as one of the 
ships, a hydroplane, headed in for a 
landing on the water nearby and then 
swung directly across the path of the 
Lindberghs’ plane as it moved slowly 
toward the docks. Numerous sail 
boats, motorboats and rowboats, all 


containing curious spectators, drew in 
close and blocked the way. 

_ Twice, Lindbergh was compelled to 
circle in the water in front of the 
wharf to avoid the craft and get his 
plane in position so that it could be 
towed ashore by ropes cast out by a 
ground crew. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—(2)}—Colo- 
nel and Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh 
have flown more than 28,000 miles 
since leaving New York July 9 on 
their epochal survey.

Since January, 1932, the huge au- 
ditorium in the 42-story building fi- 
nanced by Insull has been dark, save 
for an occasional convention or music 
show.

Capone’s Plea Goes 
To Court of Appeals 


Federal Judge E. Marvin Under- 
wood Saturday granted Al Capone, 
former Chicago gang chieftain, the 
right to appeal to the fifth circuit 
court of appeals in New Orleans 
Judge. Underwood’s recent decision 
denying Capone his freedom on a writ 


of habeas corpus based on the statute 


of limitations. 

Capone is serving a 10-year sen- 
tence in the Atlanta federal peniten- 
tiary for evading his income taxes in 
1924, 1925 and 1926. 

A year ago he songht his freedom, 
but Judge Underwood denied his pe- 
tition on the ground a writ of habeas 
corpus was not the proper instrument 
with which to seek his release. The 
case was carried to the court of ap- 
peals at New Orleans, which upheld 
Judge Underwood. 

Several weeks ago Capone’s attor- 
neys again sought his release on a 
similar plea, adding to the original 
record. a portion of the testimony 
at the Chicago trial court.

Papers Seized in Hawaii 
Unofficially Declared To 
Urge Treason. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 16.—(4)— 
Treasury officials planned a_ close 
scrutiny today of pamphlets found in 
a Japanese magazine and seized by 
Honoluly customs officials under reg- 
ulations forbidding importation of 
matter urging treason against the 
United States. 

Copies of the questioned pamphlet 
describing war between the United 
States and Japan are speeding to 
Washington. Meanwhile, the entire 
shipment of magazines is being held 
at Honolulu pending a decision at 
headquarters. 

If Acting Secretary Morgenthau, 
in whom*the final decision rests, de- 
cides the publication violates customs 
restrictions, it is likely the entire 
shipment will be destroyed. 

Treasury officials were not informed 
in detail of the contents of the pam- 
phlet, but said today that Hawaiian 
consignees of the magazine shipment 
had denied ordering the supplement 
contained within the pages of each 
volume. 

Honolulu sources said the pamphlet 
told of a Japanese-American war in 
which Japan was victorious. Jn the 
conflict, Japan was described as seiz- 
ing the Hawaiian islands. 

The pamphlet, written in Japanese, 
will be translated here for examina- 
tion. It was considered likely that 
state department translators would do 


the work.

HYMN-SINGING JURY 
REBUKED FOR MERCY 


Judge Raps Light Sentence 
Arrived at After Period 


of Music. 


SCRANTON, Pa., Dec. 16.—(?)— 
Members of a jury that sang hymns 
before bringing in a verdict of second 
degree murder against Alex Zielin- 
ski, 45, last night, were assailed to- 
day by Judge Will Leach before he 
sentenced the gear 10 to 20 
ears in Eastern penitentiary. 
$ Zielinski shot and killed Diamond 
Glaros, a restaurant proprietor, two 
months ago, alleging that Glaros had 
stolen the affections of Mrs. Zielin- 
ski and married her. 

Judge Leach said “According to 
rumor six of the jurors had the cour- 
age to give him (Zielinski) his just 
deserts, but because there were uncer- 
tain sob sisters on the jury, they were 
unable to do so. 

“By sob-sister I do not mean & 
woman. I mean an effeminate person 
of either sex who has not the moral 
courage to give pain to the wrong- 
doer when it is his duty to do So. 

Judge Leach made it plain that 
the court felt Zielinski should have 
been given first degree with the death 

nalty. 
rrrhe sane, composed of men and 
women, sang hymns, one of them, 
“Guide Me. O Thou Great Jehovah,” 
before rendering its verdict. 

In commenting on the case before 
sentencing Zielinski, Judge Leach 
said: 

“And He said, ‘What hast thou 
done, the voice of thy brother's blood 
crieth from the ground.’ That is the 
remark of Jehovah to the first mur- 
derer and it is still applicable to ev- 
ery murderer. 

“In this case the defendant assassi- 
nated a man in cold blood with a cow- 
ardly shot in the back. By his own 
admission he was guilty of trying to 
extort money from his wife by threat- 
ening to dynamite a house. He was 
thief and a would-be dynamiter be- 
fore he was a cowardly assassin. 

“In court he was a perjurer and 
a whimpering cry-baby. There is every 
reason to believe that he was an ac- 
cessory to the attempted murder of his 
wife, and a fire bug. 

“Protesting the utmost love for his 
wife, he did everything in his power 
to blacken her. No wonder he thanked 
the jury for their verdict, and no won- 
der some of the jurors shrank from 
shaking his blood-stained hand.”

Mr. Wright’s career as a states- 
man and a Christian was eulogized 
by the ministers.

Graham, Sam L. Graham, Wright

Governor 
Eugene Talmadge headed a list of 
friends named as honorary pallbear- 
ers. 

Mr. Wright, who died Thursday 
night at the age of 76, was acknowl- 
edged as the father of prohibition 
in Georgia. More than 30 years ago 
he engaged in a vigorous campaign 
against liquor and made _ speeches 
througMout the country in behalf of 
prohibition. At one time he was offer- 
ed the nomination for the presidency 
of the United States on the prohibi- 
tion ticket but he refused it. 

He was a member of the state legis- 
lature for a number of years and ran 
for the governorship in 1896 and for 
the United States senate in 1924. 
Ordinarily a democrat, “Uncle Seab,” 
as he was known to hundreds of 
friends, opposed Alfred E. Smith in 
1928 and supported Herbert Hoover. 

Mr. Wright retired from public life 
four years ago after completing a 
term in the legislature, and lived for 
the most part at his home on Look- 
out mountain near Mentone.

Purpose of Council. 

That, in effect, is the emergency 
purpose of the present council, al- 
though the scope of its authority may 
well be extended to cover future op- 
erations of such far-reaching agencies 
as the permanent self-government of 
industry after the present period of 
emergency is passed and the business 
structure of the nation adjusts itself 
to the new order of things envision- 
ed in the new deal. 

Mr. Coffin again urged the neces- 
sity of the council plan during the 
Hoover administration, when the va- 
rious industrial and business indices 
showed a consistent downward trend. 
Realizing that the task of putting 
America back on its feet was no one- 
man job, but one requiring the con- 
certed action of the best business, pq 
litical and labor brains of the coun- 
try, he vigorously urged Mr. Hoover 
to do what President Wilson did and 
what President Roosevelt has now 
done. When Mr. Hoover hesitated 
and later demurred, he organized sup- 
port of the project among a selected 
group of the most prominent indus- 
trial leaders of the country, going so

BEARS BATTLE 
GIANTS TODAY 
FOR PRO TITLE 


20,000 Will See National 
Professional Football 
Game at Wrigley Field.

CHICAGO, Dec. 16.—(#)}—The 
» New York Giants go into another 
world series tomorrow. This time it’s 
football. 


The Giants, led by Harry Newman, 
Michigan A@-American uarterback 
star in 1932, will battle the Chicago 
Bears for the national professional 
football championship at Wrigley 
Field with the prospect of more than 
20,000 seeing the opening kick-off at 
1:45 p. m. (central standard time). 

The teams qualified for the title 
conflict by winning their respective 
divisional titles in the league, the 
Bears conquering in the west and the 
Giants in the east. The elevens are so 
evenly matched defersively that the 
game probably will be decided on mis- 
takes or “breaks,” with the chances 
that it will develop into an aerial 
battle.

Also missing from the Bears’ start- 
ing lineup will be Red Grange, the 
famous “galloping ghost” of Illinois.

How Does Knee Action Work? 
Is Question of Every Motorist 


This has been the question which 
has been asked by almost everyone 
since the announcement that some of 
the largest companies in the auto 
bile industry have made this coca 
knee-action available in their 1964 
cars. 

The diagrammatic illustration shéwn 
here explains the manner in which in- 
dependent front springing of the axle- 
flex type gives the so-called knee ac- 
tion on the Terraplanes and Hudsons 
for 1934.

| Athens Woman, Long Paris Resident, 
Compares Drunkenness in United States 
To Sobriety in Wine-Drinking France 


The following interesting com- 
parison between conditions in the 
United States under prohibition 
and among the wine-drinking peo- 
ple of France is from the pen of 
Mrs. Elisa Hubbard McHatton, of 
Athens, mother of one of the 
leading members of the faculty of 
the University of Georgia, and 
who has spent many years in 
France. 
By ELISA HUBBARD McHATTON. 

As the result of an educational pro- 
gram in France among ‘wine produc- 
ers, the Paris cafes are serving few- 
er aperitifs (alcoholic appetizers) 
and more glasses of good, pure wines 
and not the cocktail called in Paris 
“The American Peril.” 


In France in these days of prohi- 
bition in America the wine produc- 
ers are trying to make up for the 
losses in export of wines and one 
does see many placards advising the 
use of more French wines in France, 
of the lighter sorts, because the medi- 
cal world has awakened to the fact 
that too much heavy wine puts too 
much work on the kidneys and may 
be in* part the cause of the all too 
prevalent Bright’s disease and its ac- 
companying complications. 

Wines are advertised quite often 
at the cafes and over the zinc bars 
and counters and on the little marble- 
topped tables on the sidewalk ‘by rath- 
er gaudy placards telling what sort of 
wines are to be had besides those of 
Bordeaux, Burgundy and Beaujolais, 
which everyone knows, can be had for 
a few cents a glass. They keep on 
hand many much lesser known of a 
finer quality and higher prices, such 
as Vouvray, white and rosier ‘Pouil- 
ly, Chablis and a still rarer wine, 
Moulin-a-vent, the latter seldom drunk 
by Americans; one sees, too, cham- 
pagne of many grades sold at a few 
francs per glass, 2 to 5, which at 
prgsent exchange is from 10 to 25 
cents. 

The average Frenchman takes one 
glass of his favorite wine and sits 
over it with a friend. at least half 
an hour and often two hours, never 
ordering a second, and each customer 
paying his own score, for the Ameri- 
can habit of “treating” is practically 
unknown, Sometimes the friends play 
a game of dominoes and if it is after 
dinner may linger into the early hours 
of the morning and then order a cafe 
creme, and return home quite sober 
after a typical Frenchman’s “gaie” 
evening. 

Intoxication Rare. 

It does not take a visitor long to 
realize that intoxication is a rare sin 
among the French, 

Particularly is this true in the 
Wine-growing districts. The men in 
the vineyards drink on an average 
about two quarts a day of the light 
wines and the women less than half 
that amount; the employes of the 
largest wine merchants of Bordeaux 
or other large caves whose vast 
lengths of underground streets are 
filled with shelves of millions of bot- 
tles of wines, drink perhaps four 
quarts a day with their meals and 
during the day but they do not get 
drunk because they have drunk wine 
from childhood and because the wine 
is pure. 

In all cases the men prefer light 
wines for everyday consumption and 
such wine is set aside for the work- 
men in all-cellars and never runs 
above 9 per cent of alcohol content 
by volume. 

In small wine localities the wine 
sometimes runs .to 10 degrees, at 
times, but the sobriety of the vineyard 
workers is well known and even dur- 
ing the harvest festivities and gay 
celebrations drunken orgies are prac- 
tically unheard of, the reason being 
given by people that I know is that 
the workers do not think of wine as 
an intoxicant but look upon it as a 
part of their daily food as much as 
their bread and cheese and would no 
more overload their stomachs with 
wine than overeat on any good nour- 
ishing article of diet. They drink 
for life and happiness, not for over- 
indulgence. 

Except in the apple districts all 
the peasants use wine, not water, at 


cider, and, by the way. in Normandy 
the champagne cider is as delicious 
as the general line of champagne. 

The only place I ever heard of 
where drunkenness is sometimes in- 
dulged in is at Calvados, where the 
Norman brandy known as CaLvados 
is made and looked on as something 
different from wine and practically 
made only once a season and is in- 
dulged in as something not to be had 
every day. 

Much of the wine used at meals is 
a blended product not running above 
10 per cent alcohol and costing about 
10 cents a bottle, quart. People who

Wine in the Schools. 

At the national schools the stu- 
dents are furnished wine for their 
lunch and also at dinner if they are 
boarders, but this wine is always di- 
luted before it is put on the table, 
needless to say, no sign of intoxica- 
tion is ever seen among school chil- 
dren and this early teaching of how 
to drink in moderation is their salva- 
tion in later life and there is noth- 
ing considered more ill bred, disgust- 
ing and foolish than for a young man 
to show any sign of over-indulgence in 
wine; Pasteur often said that “wine 
was the most healthful of drinks, but 
like everything in life, it must be 
taken in moderation.” 

It is easy to see how such an edu- 
cation has kept the French a tem- 
perate nation. People do not become 
drunkards on pure wines and the 
strong spirits and alluring appetizers 
which have been introduced into Paris 
fast life mostly by Americans and put 
on the market at the Franco-Ameri- 
ca hotels and bars such as “Harry’s” 
are looked at by the conservative and 
level-headed French people as most 
pernicious and as a thing to be 
avoided. 

The working class in France think 
wine an aid fo good digestion and 
to good health and kindly good spirits 
and instead of the beer can, which was 
a familiar equipment of the working 
man in the U. S. A. before prohibi- 
tion, or the small bottle of “rot-gut” 
whisky that most working men took 
home each night the Frenchman is 
provided with a quart of wine for his 
daily consumption and with an equal 
quantity for the use of his wife and 
child, which he has purchased at any 


little corner grocery for the small sun. 
of 2 francs. 

French soldiers have one-half a | 
pint of wine officially each day be- 
cause of retrenchment, but he is ac- 
tually rationed double that amount, 
but in these days of high prices the 
7 or 8 francs a day allowed by the 
minister of war for rations of a man 
cannot pay for the quart a day, most 
of the poilus have the habit of con- 
suming at home and if you know 
France you know that “L’Habitude” is 
what they live by. If it was done 
in the days of the Louis it must be 
done now. That is why it is so rest- 
ful to live in France; there may be a 
few disadvantages, but on the whole 
I rather like it. 

When you return to Paris after 
several years’ absence you will find 
your friends and tradespeople right 
at their old addresses and you can 
take up life just where you left it, 
not like in New York when you go 
off for a week-end and get back Mon- 
day afternoon and go out to your 
favorite little shop, you find it closed 
with a moved sign up or an entirely 
new proprietor. 

In war time the wine ration is a 
quart a day, and as far as the poilus 
feelings go he is always on war ra- 
tions for a quart a day is his average 
if he can get it. 

The limit of a one-half pint a day 
to the soldiers is only because of the 
economical budget and not because 
the one-half pint a day is felt to be 
the healthful maximum. 

The French hold the worldwide rec- 
ord as wine drinkers, and Percy Noel 
in a recent article in the California 
Grape Grower states that 45 quarts a 
year is the average per capita con- 
sumption. 

The American Comparison. 

I do not know what the average 
consumption of poisoned liquor is in 
America, but the record of deaths from 
acute alcoholism far outnumber those 
of the pre-prohibition days, so I was 
personally told by a head doctor in 
one of the largest alcoholic charity 
wards in New York city, where I had 
to go not long ago to see a young 
woman of high position, who was 
taken there after a gay dinner and 
she said that she had only had two 
cocktails. 

I have yet to see a French lady 
taken to a hospital to recover from 
a dinner party or been in the society 
of a French gentleman at a party or 
in the street that was intoxicated. 

Such things do not happen in 
France; they are not done by ladies 
and gentlemen, they are unthinkable. 

I heard the governor of a southern 
state say only recently that he saw 
“5.000 young people, girls and boys, 
many drunk after a football game 
and if a young man got drunk as alas 
they did do when he was a boy at 
college, that it was never in the pres- 
ence of ladies and girls; that if he 
had taken a drink he took good care 
to cleanse his mouth and perfume his 
breath before he went into the society 
of ladies.” 

But now ye Gods, -the sights I 
have seen south or north, our mothers 
and grandmothers would turn in their 
graves.

Morality. 

We are writing a new American 
ethic. What “everybody is doing” 
must be right. It is a new technique 
of democracy. A law is a “noble 
experiment.” The “experiment” is 
to find out how many people will 
disobey it. If a sufficient number of 
“speakeasies” spring up we take them 
into the family, write them a code 
and adorn them with a Blue Eagle. 
If enough people join a lynching mob 
we issue sufficient pardons to go 
around, call them patriots and thank 
them in the name of the state. 

Of course, there have been tax eva- 
sions ever since there have been 
taxes, but it remained for the Amer- 
ican people to make it a business and 
actually to elevate it into a profes- 
sion with its code and technique. Un- 
der prohibition the business grew to 
such proportions as not simply to 
defy the government, but to actually 
buy government and exploit it for the 
protection of every type of corrup- 
tion and crime. Of course this sould 
only mean that the bootlegger had an 
enormous patronage. This is the 
revelation of the sickening truth that 
literally millions of our citizens were 
willing to conspire with these crim- 
inals to break down the authority of 
our government, 


For Revenue Only. 


This condition became such a na- 
tional scandal that even those who 
had been particeps criminis in its 
creation, took up the slogan: “Repeal 
the eighteenth amendment and put 
the bootlegger out of business.” (Some 
of us suggested an easier method— 
boycott the bootlegger—but it was 
received cold.’ Added to this was 
the cry for revenue and as the de- 
pression became deeper and darker 
this appeal became irresistible. Indeed, 
just as a “war psychology” put the 
amendment into our constitution, so 
a “depression psychology” took it 
out. We are constitutionally a “psy- 
chological” people, which means that 
we act by our emotions and not by 
our reason. 

Now that we have removed. the 
cause which produced the bootlegger 
we are shocked to find that his shad- 


is for-. 


ow still darkens our counsels, The rt- 
peal of prohibition was to bring rich 
revenues into our treasury through 
taxes on the traffic. But if we tax 
the legal sale of liquor sufficient to 
produce the promised revenue, then 
the bootlegger, who pays no revenue, 
will be able to undersell the legal 
dealer and get the bulk of the trade. 
This, too, is quite shocking, because 
the patrons of bootleggers under pro- 
hibition justified themselves on the 
ground that they could get their 
liquor no other way and the prohi- 
bition laws forced them to support 
these gangsters. 

Let us not fool ourselves any long- 
er. The really serious question which 
we face is not a question of liquor 
at all. It’s a question which invoives 
the very existence of democracy, Can 
we govern ourselves? The bootlegger, 
whether he deals in oi! or alcohol, 
can thrive in America, because there 
are enough American citizens to pat- 
ronize an illegal business. They are 
not willing to sacrifice either appetite 
or money in order to obey their own 
laws. And it is true in every phase 
of our life. The revelations before 
the senate investigating committee 
Was an expose of our leading finan- 
ciers blatantly acknowledging that 
they had deliberately evaded their ob- 
ligations under the income tax law, 
even though they may have kept tech- 
nically within the margin of the let- 
ter of the law. 

_ Political Suicide. 

Here in Georgia we have discov- 
ered a method of making that which 
is clearly illegal anywhere in the state 
of Georgia, legal within certain mu- 
nicipal limits, In the state capital, 
where laws for the entire state are 
enacted, the sale of beer is officially 
licensed, in the face of a constitutional 
prohibition. So long as we discuss. 
the nature of this beer, as to whether 
it is intoxicating, we can never see 
the serious issue of the integrity of 
our government, which is involved. 
Even if beer is as harmless as lem- 
onade, the representatives of our city 
government have set an example of 
lawlessness, which must have its evil 
effects for generations to come, The 
Augusta council has gone a step fur- 
ther—and why not—and passed an 
ordinance licensing all alcoholic 
drinks. No one denies that this is 
a direct and flagrant violation of the 
state constitution. One of the alder- 
men justifies the action on the ground 
that the law is already being violat- 
ed and “we just as well get the reve- 
nue.” 

How can we expect to cultivate re- 
spect for law, or loyalty to govern- 
ment when government itself, delib- 
erately seeks to make lawlessness le- 
gal? Not only are the immediate ef- 
fects dangerous and anarchic, but we 
are establishing, ufder the auspices 
of government, a school for crime. 
When we remember that the mainte- 
nance of the authority. of our govern- 
ment is our only hope for the safety 
of life and property and the protec. 
tion of our liberties it must be clear 
our course leads toward political sui- 


cide. 


Hard Times More Psychological 
Than Real, Believes Atlantan, Who 
Approves of “Rugged Individualism’ 


Editor Constitution: I may be an 
old fogy, but having gone through 
all depressions and hard times since 
1865 with my eyes and ears open 
and my mind active, I have learned 
some things that the present weak, 
dizzy, joy-riding generation does not 
seem to know. I know that any able- 
bodied man with grit and ambition 
can make a good living in this coun- 
try in spite of depressions. I have 
known men to do so under harder and 
more trying times—times compared 
to which the present seems gloriously 
prosperous. Yet, some of these mod- 
ern weaklings say “times could not 
be worse.” They may honestly be- 
lieve what they say, but I know times 
have been and could be a great deal 
worse. 

From study and observation, I am 
led to believe that the hard times 
the people are squawking about are 
more psychological than real.

bulging with corn, barns filled with 
provender and pantries well supplied 
with meal, flour, meat, lard, milk, 
butter, eggs, dried fruit, canned fruits 
and vegetables, jams, jellies. pickles 
and preserves.

That doesn’t sound so prosperous, yet 
if these good people will go back to 
the pre-inflation years of 1912-13, and 
compare their business then with their 
business noy, they will find that they 
are better off now than they were 
then. True, there are more out of 
work now than there were then, but, 
I dare say, there are more at work 
now than there were then. If the 
unemployed who have flocked to the 
cities within the past 20 years were 
sent back to the farms from whence 
they came, there would be no jobless 
problem now. 


Some one may ask “Why go to the 
farm, there is no money to be made 
there?” Perhaps not, no great for- 
tune at ‘any rate, but there is a 
good, honest living there for anyone 
who is able and willing to work, and 
it is a mighty fine place to live and 
bring up a family. With millions of 
acres of fertile land lying idle, there 
is no excuse or reason for feeding 
able-bodied men at public expense. 

I have heard speakers in favor of 
radical and untried reforms say, “The 
days of rugged individualism have 
passed.” Yes, that is our trouble now, 
and we will be in trouble till those 
days return. On rugged individualism 
nations are builded and grow and 
endure so long as the people retain 
their individualism. Here in the south 
rugged individualism withstood the 
ravages of four years of war, the haril- 
ships and humiliation of carpet-bag 
rule and reconstruction, and rebuilt 
the south—a new, dynamic, versatile, 
industrial and agricultural south—a 
feat and accomplishmént unsurpassed 
by any other people in the world. I 
have heard some of our hooting, towt- 
ing theorists say, “Who wants to go 
back to sixteenth century methods of 
living?” Anyone, it seems to me, but 
a muckle-headed jackass had rather 
live by sixteenth century methods than 
starve by twentieth century methods.

Price Discriminations Proving Serious 
Handicap to Georgia Hog Producers 


Editor Constitution: With refer- 
ence to the apparent discrimination 
against producers of hogs in the 
southern part of Georgia I have made 
some investigation of the facts which 
apparently disclose this discrimina- 
tion with the hope that something 
Stpaicinses may be done to correct 
lt, 


As of December 12, the following 
quotations on No. 1 hogs obtained: 
No. 1 hogs delivered at Swift & 
Company’s packing plant at Moultrie, 
$2.60 per 100 pounds, live weight. 
No. 1 hogs delivered at Chicago, 
$3.30 per 100 pounds, live weight. 
The -difference in quotations at the 
two markets at the present time is 


only 70 cents per hundredweight, but 
| when 


hogs are above 4 cents per 
pound in Chicago the difference be- 
tween the Moultrie market, as estab- 
lished by Swift & Company and at 
the Chicago market is $1 per hun- 
dredweight. The price is now so low 
that Swift & Company have lessened 
the differential. No. hogs must 
weigh from 160 to 240 pounds. Thus 
you see that at present prices a 200- 
pound hog would bring $5.20 deliv- 
ered at the packing plant. 

I obtained the following quotations 
from a local merchant on bellies from 
No. 1 hogs. The prices quoted below 
are not only quotations but actual in- 
voice prices on bellies delivered at 
Camilla. They are as follows: Moul- 
trie “Swift & Company bellies deliv- 
ered at Camilla 7 cents per pound, 
less freight to Camilla 1-8 cent per 
pound, making a net price to Swift 
& Company 6 7-8 cents per pound. 
Bellies out of No. 1 hogs at Chicago 
(western meat) 7 1-2 cents per pound, 
less freight to Camilla of 1 cent per 
pound; net price to the Chicago seller 
6 1-2 cents per pound.” 


Thus it will be seen that based on 
the above quotations, while the Geor- 


gia hog producers receive 70 cents 
per hundredweight less than the 


western producer, the South Georgia |

produced in south Georgia than for 
livered here. 

In addition to that I am informed 
that Swift & Company and Armour 
& Company sell a large percentage 
of what is known as peanut fed hogs 
after killing them in car lots to Cuba 
and to the various large cities in the 
United States, and that they make 
more profit on these dressed hogs

meat produced in the west and de-| 


es they make on the cured mea 
ue to the swift advance in refrig- 
eration facilities all over the country 
very much more meat is sold as 
dressed hogs and consumed as fresh 
pork than was formerly the case. 

I have heard it urged that peanut 
fed hogs, as they are fed in south 
Georgia, are soft and that. this ac- 
counts for the differential.. However, 
I am informed by the local merchant 
whom I consulted that purchasers of 
side meat, commonly known ag bellies, 
invariably prefer the Georgia raised 
meat to western meat, and I think 
that there is no question that con- 
sumers of pork in the cities prefer 
the peanut fed, hogs. South Georgia 
hams, where théy are properly cured, 
have a flavor and sweetness that is 
unsurpassed and they are famous 
wherever they are known. 

I am not a chronic kicker and have 
never wished to do anything that 
would destroy any Ro0g, thing. I ap- 
preciate the fact that Swift & Com- 
pany have this plant at Moultrie, af- 
fording a market for hogs and have 
endeavored in the past to give to 
them my unlimited support. However, 
since they control the price of hogs in 
Georgia by reason of the fact that 
they own this plant at Moultrie and 
have recently acquired the White 
Provision Company plant jn Atlanta 
and therefore through agreements 
with other companies absolutely dic- 
tate the price of hogs in this state 
and when the price of both hogs and 
cattle are below the price that pre- 
vailed about the same time last year 
and where and when farmers are 
fighting for their very existence, it 
occurs to me that the packing plants 
should not tolerate discrimination 
agajnst Georgians, and that if they 
would our great government should 
not permit it. 

The quotations of prices for bellies 
delivered at Camilla heretofore given 
includes from 1 cent to 1 1-8 eents 
ner pound processing tax. I do not 
know whether this is the cause of 
the drop in price of hogs and cattle 
below last year’s price or*not. I have 
heard it stated that the packers of 
the United States made over $1,000.- 


000 when the first 1-2 cent tax went 


on through drop in price to the pro- 
ducer, but I do not know the truth 
as to that. 

If you can be of any assistance to 
the farmers in this situation it would 
be deeply appreciated.

Millions for Defense 


BY ELY CULBERTSON

It is unfortunate but true, as Carl 
S. Uhrig, of Pittsfield, Mass., points 
out, that intelligent defensive play, 
based on logic or precise inferences, 
frequently goes unsung while the 
more spectacular play of the dummy 
wrings noisy plaudits from the kibit- 
zer-critic. A grand coup or pretty 
double squeeze stirs up enough com- 
ment in locker rooms to last for weeks 
but a brilliant maneuver by the de- 
fense is invariably overlooked in the 
post-mortems of the “board of strat- 


egy.” 

Knowing when to refuse to allow 
partner’s high card to hold the trick 
is a distinguishing mark of a capable 


defense player. In many instances you 
must win the trick to prevent part- 
ner from’making a lead which would 
be detrimental to the partnership. The 
following are two examples:

Scientist Traces 


Secret of Life 


To Heart of Tiny, Mysterious Gene 


WASHINGTON, Der. 16.—(4)— 
The elusive secret of what life is was 


gene, the unit of heredity less than 
eight millionths of an inch in diam- 
eter, by Dr. C. B. Davenport, of the 
Carnegie Institution, of Washington. 
Latest scientific discoveries show, 
Dr. Davenport said in his annual re- 
port as head of the institution’s de- 
‘partment of genetics, that the gene is 
the actual creator of life in addition 
to its better-known task of carrying 
inherited characteristics like color of 
eyes from one generation to another. 
The scientist explained that this 
life-creator probably consists of a 
compound molecule, a bundle of sev- 
eral smaller molecules which in turn 
consist of clusters of atoms. They 
‘create life by their ability to divide 
‘into other groups of molecules, all of 
|which retain the qualities of the par- 
‘ent molecule. 
| The secret of what life is, the dif- 
‘ference between living and dead mat- 
iter, lies in this ability of the gene 
molecules to divide spontaneously, Dr. 
Davenport said, picturing it as the 
force that keeps life going in the uni- 
verse in opposition to other forces 


traced today to the héart of the tiny | 


pushing it toward stagnation and 
death. 

“Before the self-dividing molecule 
had been evolved,” he said, “this was 
a lifeless world; unless it has been 
evolved in other planets, they are life 
less still. 

“The living, dividing molecule, of 
which the gene is a special sort, is the 
great upbuilding agency in a universe 
that is running down. Its capacity 
for creation is due to the genes, whose 
ability to increase living matter is 
limited only by the conditions imposed 
by the non-living world. For the genes 
create living matter out of the non- 
living material, while periodically 
that which they have created is re- 
turned to its source for new genera- 
tions to feed upon. 

“When we understand the struc- 
ture of the gene we shall know the 


‘essential difference betwen living and | 


/non-living matter.” 

| Genes probably are smaller’ even 
than had formerly been believed, Dr. 
Davenport added. ‘Tiny objects inside 
living cells, once believed to be genes, 
have been photographed, but latest 
knowledge indicates the real genes lie 
inside them and probably are about 
one-tenth their size.

Sprague Views | 
On U. S. Money 


(This is the sixth of a series of 
articles by Dr. Sprague, who regis- 
tered his protest against the Roose- 
velt monetary policies by resigning 
his post with the government.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—In this 
article I shall consider the influence 
on prices that we can expect to be ex- 


ed by government funds, which are|erted by the depreciating dollar. 


At the outset it is interesting to 
note that President Roosevelt, on vari- 
ous occasions, has insisted that he is 
endeavoring to establish a monetary 
system which shall be independent of 
monetary movements and price changes 
in other countries. So far as that 
policy has been developed, however, it 
is a policy which exerts an influence 
on our own Situation only through the 
changes which it effects in monetary 
relations between this and other coun- 
tries. 

Currencies have often depreciated as 
a result of e~cessive credit and cur- 
rency expansion. In our case depre- 
ciation has preceded expansion. The 
dollar has not declined because of a 
rise of prices here unaccompanied by 
a parallel advance in other countries. 
In other words, instead of deprecia- 
tion merely registering a price situa- 
tion which had already been reached, 


we are seeking to reach a desired sit- 
‘uation through the influence that de- 
'preciation may exert on prices.

Foreign Trade, 


The direct immediate influence that 
a depreciating dollar can exert on 
prices, aside from speculation, is lim- 
ited to those commodities that enter 
into foreign trade in large volume, 
whether they be imports or exports. 
Prices of imported commodities that 
are not produced in this country, such 
as coffee and rubber, are directly re- 
sponsive to changes in the value of 
the dollar as measured in foreign cur- 
rencies. 

Even in such cases it is important 
to note that the rise in prices in our 
currency is likely to be in part offset 
by some decline in foreign gold prices. 
Since the depreciation of the dollar 
ig not immediately accompanied by an 
equivalent increase in money incomes 
throughout the country, it may be 
presumed that some decline in con- 
sumption of these imports will take 
place. This decline, in turn, will ex- 


‘ert a weakening influence on the for- 


eign gold prices of these commodities. 

It may be further observed, how- 
ever, that if the domestic demand for 
imports, such as coffee and rubber, 
is highly inelastic, the maintained de- 
mand for them will leave somewhat 
less of a purchasing power in the 
hands of consumers for other uses, 
thus exerting a slightly weakening in- 
fluence on prices of commodities in 
general. 


Also Responsive. 

Prices of commodities that are ex- 
ported in large volume are also di- 
rectly responsive to changes in the 
value of the dollar as measured in 
foreign currencies. Among these com- 
modities cotton is by far the most 


important. It is only through the in- 
‘direct effect which the increase in the 


‘dollar price of these commodities ex- 


erts upon prices in general that we 
can expect any broad upward move- 
ment in prices as the outcome of dol- 
lar depreciation. 

In the particular instance of the 
United States, this indirect influence 
is comparatively slight owing to the 
size of the country, the wide range of 
goods produced within its borders, and 
the consequent relatively small pro- 
portion of export business to the 
total business of the country. 

If that part of the country which 
is mainly concerned with the produc- 
tion of cotton were an independent 
country, the depreciation of its cur- 
rency might be expected to exert @ 
powerful influence on its price level. 
A high percentage of the labor and 
capital in such an area would be en- 
gaged in producing goods for export 
and the rise in prices of these exported 


goods would have a sufficiently potent 
influence to affect the entire pricé 
structure with resultant higher money 
incomes. 
Small Export Total. 
The ineffectiveness of dollar depre- 


ciation as a price-raising factor in 
the United States is due to the com- 
paratively small percentage of ex- 
‘ports to our total production, While 
depreciation of the dollar may exert 
a potent influence on the price of a 
considerable part of the aggregate of 
commodities produced in Mississippl,

Little Influence. 

It is for these reasons that I am 
unable to anticipate that the stimula- 
tion to exports from dollar deprecia- 
tion can exert a potent influence tend- 
ing to move prices upward. Such 
‘slight inflnence as may be exerted in 
this direction, moreover, In My judg- 
ment, will be far more than offset by 
purely internal influences unfavorable 
to an advance in prices that will be- 
come increasingly strong if the policy 
‘of further depreciating the dollar is 
not abandoned. 

When the gold standard was aban- 
doned. it is now evident that the lim- 
ited influence that depreciation would 
exert upon prices was not clearly per- 
ceived. Prices, especially for commod- 
ities for which there are organized 
markets, moved up rapidly, even dis- 
‘counting the anticipation of further 
depreciation.

LONDON, Dee. 16.—(UP)—Great 
Britain, fearing that a sudden war 
would find her almost defenseless, is 
preparing to mobilize an air fleet of 
twice the present strength. 

Only a last-minute agreement among 
the chief air powers to disarm down 
to her level—an agreement which no 
one seems to expect—will deter this 
country from embarking on the great- 


est air re-armament program since 
the World War, it was said authori- 
tatively today. 

Its goal will be to put Britain, 
now fifth or sixth in air strength, on 
a par with the best. 

When the World War ended, the 
royal air force was the finest fly- 
ing corps in the world. It had alto- 
gether 20,000 airplanes and 300,000 
men. The R. A. F. today has only 
1,434 planes and 31,000 men. Only 
850 of the planes are of “first-line” 
fighting caliber. 

The decline of Britain’s military 
strength in the air has been caused 
by financial stringency. There were 
hopes that Geneva would produce a 
disarmament convention removing the 
need for more planes. With those 
hopes about gone, the government has 
been forced to yield to popular clamor 
for security against air attack. 

The memory of war-time air raids 
still is vivid in England. What the 
“next war’ with its immensely im- 
proved fighting planes, may bring is 
a picture frequently sketched by cham- 
pions of a big air force. 

London is considered more vulner- 
able to air attack than any big capi- 
tal in the world. With its dense mil- 
lions of inhabitants, it forms a target 
50 miles broad. It is within the 
range of ordinary day bombers based 
anywhere within 300 miles. Big 
night bombers could come 600 miles, 
bombard it and return to their base. 

Captain B. H. Liddell Hart, prob- 
ably Britain’s foremost authority on 
military strategy outside the general 
staff, says the generals and admirals 
entrusted with national defense have 
been living in the past. While con- 
tinental nations have been amassing 
great armies after the example of Na- 
poleon, Britain still subordinates 
everything to the navy as she did in 
the days of Drake. 

In the next war, he _ predicts, 
neither will be of much use, Great 
air fleets will strike, within five or 
six hours, at enemy capitals, not to 
terrorize the population, but to para- 
lyze the war-time mobilization before 
the army and navy have had a chance 
to move. Britain’s airdomes, ports, 
factories, railways and supply depots 
would be mercilessly exposed, he con- 
tends, unless defended from the air.

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Baby Ed McGill Saved From River 
Renews Friendship With Talmadge 


(Picture in Rotogravure Section.) 

During the high waters on the 
Chattahoochee two years ago, with 
the river more than 12 feet above 
normal and swirling in strong whirl- 
pools and suckholes, Ed McGill, vet- 
eran riverman, set out in a boat to 
rescue a man who had jumped from 
the Bolton bridge, 

McGill got his man, but he also 
got the shock of his life when, pull- 
ing in on a rope attached to the man’s 
neck, after resisting his first impulse 
to throw the rope back into the water 
after severing it, he pulled in a baby 
boy whose neck was tied in the other 
end, 


The man died, but his son, Jack 
Smith Jr., lived because of quick work 
by Mrs. Ed McGill in getting the boy 
to a near-by drug store for first-aid, 
and today the child divides his time 
between the McGills and its mother. 

Ed’s description of the rescue starts 
with the warning given by a hitch- 
hiker, who told of seeing a man jump 
from the bridge. Rushing to his boat- 
house below the bridge Ed got out a 
motor boat butgfound the motor was 
not in place. Having no time to lose, 
he paddled the boat out into the rag- 
ing stream, and started a search for 
the drowning man. 

Bobbling along with his head above 
water, the man was soon located and 
hauled into the boat—but, let Ed 
tell it: 

“When I got him into the boat, I 
was puzzled by the fact that he had 
a long rope around his neck. I cut 
the rope with my knife, and was about 
to throw it back in the water, think- 
ing he had a stone or piece of metal 
tied to it, when something stayed my 
hand. 

“I don’t know what it was that 
held me back. Maybe it was curios- 
ity. Anyway, I hauled in on the 
rope, and almost fell out of the boat 
from astonishment when I found at 
the other end a baby. 

“It wasn’t but a few minutes be- 
fore I had them both ashore, and was 
met by my wife. We thought the baby 
was about dead, but she rushed it to 
the drugstore and obtained first aid. 
Meanwhile, I worked with the man, 
but, although he was breathing when 
I got him out, he soon died. He must 
have taken poison before jumping in, 
because he wasn’t drowned when I 
picked him out of the water. 

“We kept the baby and learned 
definitely later that he was the son 
of the man who died. His mother 
showed up, and we are now keeping 
the baby with us while she works un- 
til she can make enough to take care 
of them both.” 


Governor Eugene Talmadge, then 


commissioner of agriculture, was s 
frequent visitor at McGill’s river view 
lodge, enjoying a mess of fish. The 


governor was at McGill’s the day 
after the rescue, and exhibited inter- 
est in the child. Recently, McGill and 
his wife took the baby to see the 
governor, and the chief executive and 
little Jack had a great time getting 
acquainted. 

McGill has rescued from the river 
more persons than he can remember. 
but he recalls the recovery of 16 
bodies from the Chattahoochee during 
his nine years at the Bolton bridge. 
He recently recovered three bodies 
from Lake Burton, and on one oc- 
casion gave over the long-distance 
telephone advice which resulted in the 
recovery of drowned bodies at Copper- 
hill, Tenn. 

McGill, like most rivermen, is a 
modest chap and counts his thrilling 
rescues and the searches for drowned 
persons all in the day’s work. Be- 
cause of his wide reputation as a suc- 
cessful seeker of drowned bodies, he 
is in constant demand for such serv- 
ices, and is always the first one 
thought of by those in trouble on the 
river.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec. 16.— 
(P)—The state democratic executive 
committee today called an all-white 
primary for May 1, 1934, and barred 
white voters who did not vote the 
straight democratic ticket in the gen- 
eral election of 1932. 

The resolution calling for the all- 
white primary was introduced by Je- 
rome TT. Fuller, of enterville, and 
was unanimously adopted by a vote of 
acclamation. 

Qualifications for eandidates also 
restricted the list to white electors 
who voted the straight democratic 
ticket and barred those who openly 
or publicly opposed the election of

‘Another type,”” Dr. Seabury explains, “is 
the apprehensive, cautious type. Successful 
business men belong to this classification. They 
put the biscuit in a sealed package. It was this 
type of man who decided that it would be wise 
to put away his firewood, erect houses for liv- 
ing and heat them from within. 

“Such men and women are definite home 
types of persons. This is the reason that 
American business men are more domestic than 
American professional men. 

“Many professional and artistic people be- 
long to the responsive or creative type. This 
type, because of its responsive interest in peo- 
ple, makes doctors, lawyers, ministers, teachers, 
psychologists and social workers. 

**All of those who are concerned with tak- 
ing care of, or understanding, personalities are 
included in this class. They merge thought 
and emotions. They are creative. They are 
experimenters. They like drama and are in 
the play of things. 

“The cautious type, on the other hand, usu- 
ally hates drama. It doesn't want to get into 
the cast. It guards against unfortunate experi- 
ences whereas the responsive or creative type 
loves experience and goes in for it. The cau- 
tious and responsive types can never be happy. 
They are too different.

‘There is another difference, too, which peo- 
ple should be taught to consider in the study 
of love and human emotions. There are two 
spans of attention and each of us follow one.

They never stay very long with one 
thing. The long span includes those who enjoy 
reading a long book that takes months, who 
like to eat at the same place night after night, 
who plant trees and are willing to watch them 
grow through the years. 

“The short span person will grow restless and 
run off to Coney island or down to Atlantic 
City in search of a new thrill. It is impossible 
for these two types to be harmonious. 


“STEAL compatibility must be physical, 

emotional, mental and spiritual. Each 
one of these represents a plane in the sentiment 
of love. If aman and woman who are attract- 
ed physically, through a chemical reaction to 
each other, would realize through training that 
it is Just as important to be as compatible on 
the other three planes, more marriages would 
last. 

“Each one of the planes represents an arc. 
The four, taken together, make a circle. A 
happy, harmonious marriage contains all four 
of them. It is rounded. 

‘Love is really the joy that two people have 
from being together and doing things together. 
When they are really adjusted to each other 
even their muscles are in harmony. That is 
why some people can dance together and some 
can t. 

“The circumstances and transitions of mod- 
ern life have swept away all our old ideals and 
not replaced them with new ones. One minis 
ter recently said that young people should not 
expect love in marriage. Others have approved. 
If this is true we will have a series of Romeo 
and Juliet tragedies, for love will find a way. 

“The social problem which thinking people 
must face is where we are going in marriage. 
We must decide what we are going to do with 
the institution of marriage.

REMOVE from history the deeds of their an- 
cestors and of their posterity, and there would 
be mighty httle history left! 

Old Phillippe De la Noye, now aged 76, was 
probably at this wedding. He had been a mere 
boy of 19 when the “Fortune” sailed over. Jona- 
than was his seventh child, his fourth son. Three 
years after the wedding the old man was dead. 
Richard Warren of the “Mayflower” had died a 
half-century before. 

Let us trace these two Pilgrim sweethearts’ 
ancestry, beginning with Phil- 
lippe De la Noye, the bride- 
groom’s father. 

Phillippe was of Norman- 
French-Viking stock. Very 
noble. If you will look in the 
older editions of Appleton’s 
Encyclopedia of American 
Biography, you will find these words: 

“The descendants of the Pilgrim ancestors, 
Philip Delano, of Plymouth, have the satisfaction 
of tracing their ancestry in the old country for a 
dozen centuries. They have established their 
full right to bear the arms of the Delano family, 
which could be of no better stock.”’ 

Philip himself deserves mention. His noble 
grandparents, being Huguenots, or Protestants, 
were driven out of France during the centuries 
when Huguenots were persecuted. They settled 
in Leyden, Holland, a free country religiously. 

Every school-child knows how the Separatist 
schismatics of the village of Scrooby, England, 
also left home and went to Holland, settling in 
Leyden.

Though the record is missing, Phillippe prob- 
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ably went with them to England. The two ships 
left Plymouth together, westward bound, and the 
“Speedwell” sprung a leak and turned back. The 
“Mayflower” went on. It is conjecture, though 
very probable conjecture, that Phillippe De la 
Noye was on the “Speedwell.” | 

For, the next year, after the “Mayflower” 
company had passed through their first terrific 
winter on American soil, into Plymouth harbor 
one day sailed a second ship, the “Fortune.” It 
brought 35 new Pilgrims. And Phillippe De la 
Noye was on that second ship. Some years 
after landing he married an English girl, Hester 
Dewsbury. 

The name “De la Noye,” now “Delano,” is de- 
rived from the town of Lannoy, near Lille, 
France. It’s a little manufacturing town today. 
As far back as 863 A. D. this town was called 
Alnetum, later L’Annois, L’Annoe, L’Aulmais, 
L’Aulnoy, Lannoy. From the Norman lords of 
this town, Phillippe was descended.

As 
the leaves and other green ma- 
such as grass. weeds and 
vegetable trimmings are accumu- 


you 
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lated, place them in this pen and 
allow them to rot. Of course, this 
method is very slow, as it usually 
takes about two years for them to 
become thoroughly rotten; that is, 
rotten enough to use in the gar- 
den. 

For this rotting process to be 
finished even within two years’ 
time, it will be necessary to keep 
the heap constantly wet. It should 
never be allowed to dry out, as 
that will stop the fermentation 
process that is going on. It is well 
to leave a small depression in the 
center of the heap to hold as 
much of the rain as possible. 

There is a method that is much 
easier and also much quicker than 
allowing nature to take its course 
in the method outlined above. 
These same leaves may be con- 
verted into real manure by the 
use of certain chemical com- 
pounds that may be obtained with 
little trouble. The strangest thing 
about this manure is that thor- 


ough field tests have shown it to 


be “as valuable as the ordinary 
stable manure. These chemical 
compounds are in the form of 
powder and are easily appplied. 

You need not wait util a quan- 
tity of leaves are accumulated to 
treat them. As the leaves are col- 
lected, place them in @ crate and 
pack them down tightly. When 
the untreated leaves are one foot 
deep, scatter the correct amount 
of these powders on them and wet 
thoroughly. If this system is fol- 
lowed you will be taking ripened 
fertilizer from the bottom of the 
crate and starting leaves and 
refuse at the top all of the time. 
a continuous supply of fine ma- 
nure. 

After you have been carrying 
this on for a few months you 
will always have plenty of manure 
at all times. at a cost less than 
that of stable manure. You need 


not limit yourself to the use of 
leaves as almost any non-woody 
vegetable waste, such as grass, 
weeds, vegetable trimmings, can 
trash, pea and bean vines, straw. 
corn stalks and mixed garden 
refuse may be used. 

This method of making artificial 
manure gives you a good place to 
keep the garden trash as it ac- 
cumulates, does away with the 


HYDRANGEAS. 


The hydrangea, known as Pani- 
culata Grandiflora, more com- 


monly called Hydrangea Peegee, is 
one of the hardiest flowering 
shrubs that may be planted. The 
blossoms always have the conical- 
shaped flowers, usually pure white, 
and will ultimately grow to a 
height of four to five feet. Old 
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dangers of burning trash and best 
of all gives your garden a steady 
supply of manure. There is no 
better source of humus than good 
manure. 

There are several important 
points to be kept in mind in mak- 
ing artificial manure, don’t make 
the heap more than six feet high, 
keep the stack tramped tightly, 
seatter the powders evenly, don't 
wash the powders away, but do 
keep it wet, mever let the heap 
dry out, a covering over the heap 
helps fermentation, the time 
necessary is from two to six 
months. 


plants are often five feet in di- 
ameter. The plant blooms con- 
tinuously from mid-summer until 
fall, a time when there is not an 
abundance of flowers in bloom. 
It is an old favorite and a plant 
that may be found in almost every 
one of the older places in this sec- 
tion of the country. 

Although the color of the blos- 
soms is white, this may be chang- 
ed by changing the character of 
the soil. If the soil contains much 
fron, or if it is very acid. the color 
of these blossoms will change 
from white to a very pretty shade 
of blue. The quickest and easiest 


way to change an alkaline or a 
neutral soil to acid, is to give the 
soil around the plant an applica- 
tion of aluminum sulphate. The 
only rule to follow as to the 
amount of this chemical to use is 
to test the soil with litmus paper 
or by the use of a soil testing out- 
fit. We make the above statements 
in regard to changing the color or 
shade of color of these plants 
rather guardedly, as we haven't 
observed this change and it is not 
generally practiced, but we do 
know of a number of gardeners 
that claim to have changed the 
color of hydrangeas by the above 
outlined manner. Some scraps of 
iron introduced into the soil ad- 
jacent to the plant will also bring 
about this same change of color. 
This method will take at least 
a year and sometimes more than 
that length of time. 

Pruning is very important for 
the best results as far as bloom- 
ing is concerned. Pruning should 


be practiced on all of the hy- 
drangeas during the mid-winter, 
right now. This goes back to the 
old rule: Summer flowering 
shrubs should be pruned while 
they are dormant. You will not 
prune them too heavily, they may 
be pruned almost to the ground 
without hurting them. 

One of the favorite uses of the 
hydrangea is to place the plants 
in some shady spot. They will 
grow well and will flower almost 
as well in the shade as they will 
in the full sun. They prefer a 
fairly moist place, but ‘ike it well 
drained. 

Hydrangea, Hills of Snow, is an- 
other well-known member of this 
famous family. Although, it holds 
a second place in popularity, it 
continually pushes its older 
brother for his place in the ‘In. 


The flowers are more nearly 
round in shape. From this fact 
comes its name of summer snow- 
ball. The plant grows almost as 
tall, from three to four feet, as a 
general rule, as the Peegee va- 
riety. The plant transplants with 
the greatest ease, and will usually 
bloom the following year if plant- 
ed early enough in the winter for 
the roots to become established. 
The flowers are often used as cut 
flowers, although their size makes 
necessary a large vase for them, 
to look their best. Moist, fertile 
soil is preferable. This flower was 
first discovered in a gorge near 
Yellow Springs, Ohio. 


The Hydrangea Quercifolia is 
commonly called Oak Leafe Hy- 
drangea. This name comes from 
the fact that the leaves are shap- 


ed very similar to the oak leaf. 
It is a native plant of Georgia, 
Alabama and Mississippi, but is 
hardy as far north as Washing- 
ton and is often seen much far- 
ther north, where it is necessary 
to give some protection through 
the winter. The flowers are not as 
compact as the other hydrangeas. 
The blooms usually come during 
the latter part of May. The color 
of the flower is a pinkish-white 
that turns to purple as it ages on 
the plant. 

Don't forget that there are 
three things that all three of 
these hydrangeas prefer: A little 
shade, a lot of water and very 
severe winter pruning. 
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W hat Has Happened 


To J ustice?

ANKER HANKS disappear- 
ed at about 6:30 p. m., De- 
cember 6, 1930. 

He had entered the Hanks 
home, located in the little town 
of Redwater, Texas, removed his 
hat and coat, laid out fresh cloth- 
ing, and had lighted the water 
heater to prepare for his bath. A 
few moments later he had been 
heard working about his lighting 
plant in the backyard. A neighbor 
heard him say, in a rather sharp 
tone of voice, “Get back! Get 
back!” The neighbor supposed 
Hanks had been talking to his 
dog. ‘ 

Hanks had not been seen after 
that. 

The disappearance created a 
sensation, for R. W. Hanks, 57, 
was one of the first citizens of 
Redwater. He- was cashier of the 
Guaranty State Bond bank, of 
which his father-in-law, E. T. 


Page, was president. Page, wealthi- 


est man in the community, also 
operated a large general merchan- 
dise store and owned several 
farms. The Hanks and Page 
homes were in the same neighbor- 
hood. about a hundred yards 


apart. 

On that Saturday evening Mrs. 
Hanks had been at her father's 
store, helping out during the usual! 
Saturday rush. Her young daugh- 
ter. Annieve, was at the Page 
home. Hanks dropped into the 
store shortly after 6 o'clock to get 
his Sunday supply of cigars and 
his wife informed him she would 
be home in about an hour 

Mrs. Hanks reached her home a 
few minutes before 7 o'clock. She 
noticed his hat and coat, the fresh 
linen laid out on the bed. She 
supposed Hanks was in the yard, 
but he did not appear. Eventually, 
she called out. No answer. 

Her fears mounted, and she 
hastened to the Page home. She 
encountered Edgar McClosky, 25, 
an employe of Page, who recalled 
hearing Hanks in the backyard. 
The woman and young man went 
to the lighting plant to investi- 
gate and found—five one-dollar 
bills and some coins on a pile of 
rubbish. The key to the power 
house was in the lock and the 
gate to the backyard was swing- 
ing open. 

McClosky telephoned Sheriff G. 
H. Brooks at Texarkana, 15 miles 
away. Brooks notified District At- 
torney R..G. Waters, County At- 
torney L. C. Boswell and several 
deputies and started for Redwater 
at once. 

Search of the Hanks residence 
uncovered no clue. As an inten- 
sive man-hunt got under way, 
Sheriff Brooks recalled that 
Hanks had testified against a 
gang of burglars and, with Page, 
had caused their conviction after 
they had robbed the Page store. 
The gang had operated in Texas, 
Arkansas and Oklahoma. It look- 
ed as though friends of this gang 
had abducted Hanks, and pos- 
sibly murdered him, for revenge. 

The man-hunt quickly moved 
into action. The entire male popu- 
lation of Redwater armed them- 
selves. Fearing an attempt upon 
the bank. Sheriff Brooks stationed 
a heavy guard there. Others were 
sent out to patrol every main 
highway with orders to search 
all cars that aroused suspicion. 

Further search for clues at the 
scene revealed the footprints of a 
man near the Hanks home. These, 
however, might have been made 
by one of the searchers. 


Midnight passed. Brooks decided 
to return to Texarkana. As he 
entered his office the telephone 
rang— 

“Hanks has jus. been found 
shot to pieces,” anrounced an ex- 
cited voice. 

“Dead *” 

“Not vet, but he’s in a bad way.’ 

The call came from a filling 
station in what is known as the 
Possum Trot community, about 
nine miles south of Texarkana 
and 10 miles from Redwater. 

Brooks and Distri-t ttorney 
Waters -eached the scene just be- 
hind the ambulance. The wounded 
man was at the home of Ann 
Henderson, a colored woman. He 
had been shot several times in 
the head and was in a semi- 
eonscious condition. Brooks and 
Waters saw that it would be im- 
passible to question him at this 
time 

While Hanks was being taken 
to a hospita! Texarkana, the 
sheriff conducted a quick investi- 
gation at the place where the 
bank cashier was found 

J. D. Simer. a picturesque vet- 
eran trapper. his 17-year-old son, 
J.D. Jr. and a colored youth had 
brought the wounded man to the 
Henderson home. Simer said he 
was hunting possums with the 
two bovs near an old abandoned 
sawmill when he saw three men 
in an automobile drive near an 
old sawdust pile. About this time 
his dog treed a possum and 
started barking and the men in 
the car apparentiv became alarm- 
ed and dashed away, Simer said. 

A few minutes later the car re- 
turned to the vicinity of the saw- 
dust pile. Meanwhile, Simer and 
his companions had retreated into 
the woods to obeerve the mys- 
terious car. The dogs started bark- 
ing acain

His head and the upper 
part of his body were covered 
with blood. 

“I’m badly hurt. Help me,” the 
banker pleaded. He was able to 
mutter his name before he slump- 
ed to the ground unconscious. 

The trapper and the two youths 
carried Hanks several hundred 
yards to the nearest house. The 
colored youth mounted the Hen- 
derson woman’s horse and dashed 
to the home of Dobie Hinton, 27- 
year-old farmer, for help. Hinton 
brought his automobile to the 
house and insisted on taking 
Hanks to a hospital in Texarkana, 
but Simer told him to drive to a 
filling station and call an am- 
bulance. 

Leaving some of his deputies to 
make a thorough search of the 
area, but warning them t» guard 
against obliteration of tracks in 
the vicinity of the sawdust pile 
until he ‘could make a daylight 
search, Sheriff Brooks returned to 
Texarkana to try to talk to Hanks. 
He took Simer, his son, and the 
colored youth with him because he 
wanted to question them again 
and separately. 

At the hospital, he found Hanks 
semi-conscious. The physicians 
advised against extensive ques- 
tioning at the time. One bullet 
had split the sclap, but failed to 
fracture the skull; another had 
entered the right cheek near the 
temple and ranged downward to 
the lower jaw, but missed all 
bones; the third and most critical 
wound was caused by a bullet in 
the same cheek, shattering the 
sinus bone and ranging down into 
the throat. 

The surgeons gave Hanks a 
slim chance to live. 

Questioning ambulance attend- 
ants, the hospital staff and phy- 
sicians who had been with Hanks, 
the sheriff learned that the semi- 
conscious banker had said he was 
kidnaped from his power house 
by a lone man and marched to 
the old sawmill 10 miles from his 
home. The same man had shot 
him, he said. 

District Attorney Waters and 
Brooks decided to ask Hanks a 
few questions with the hope that 
they might obtain some clue on 
which to work before the would- 
be slayer had time to leave the 
area. 

“Who did it?” the district at- 
torney asked. 

“I didn’t get a good look at 
him,” Hanks moaned. “He weigh- 
about 175 or 180 pounds.” 


The three possum hunters who 
had discovered the wounded man 
were wearing leather coats, so the 
district attorney's next question 
was: “Did he wear a leather 
coat?” 

“No, he gave me his coat and 
cap because I was cold,’ Hanks 
mumbled in agony, and then tried 
to say that his abductor had worn 
some kind of rubber shoes or 
boots.

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the coat they had seen King 
wearing. 

Brooks looked at King’s shoes. 
They were of the heavy overshoe 
type with rubber soles. His sus- 
picions of King were strengthened 
a few moments later when a pair 
of rubber boots were found in the 
house. He admitted they were his. 

King weighed about 175 pounds. 
He admitted this. Hanks had said 
his abductor weighed about 175 or 
180 pounds. Brooks took King to 
the old sawmill and checked his 
shoes and boots with the tracks 
of Hanks’ kidnaper. The tracks 
appeared to be the same, King’s 
feet being small for a man of such 
large stature. 


King denied having been near 
the sawmill, several hundred yards 
from his home, and seemed dazed 
by the fact that he was under sus- 
picion in the murderous attack on 
the banker.

Thinking it might be a robber, I 
dropped my money on a pile of 
trash and turned off my flash- 
light. As I stepped from the door, 
I saw a man directly in front of 
me. 

“*Get back! Get back!’ I warn- 
ed and asked what he wanted. He 
had a pistol pointed at me and 
said he intended to rob me. He 
ordered me to go back and get 
my flashlight, but not to turn it 
on. He. then searched me and 
took the flashlight.” 

“You people have been skinning 
folks out of money here for 20 
years and I intend to get some 
of it,” Hanks quoted the man as 
saying. 

Hanks said his abductor march- 
ed him across a pasture and to 
the railroad track. 

“While we were walking along 
the track, he kept his pistol aim- 
ed at me and said he would shoot 
if I tried to look at him. When I 
complained of being cold because 
I had been forced to leave home 
without my coat and hat, he gave 
me the coat and cap he was wear- 
ing. 

“After we had gone about five 
miles along the railroad track, we 
turned into a road and went up 
a hill to a brush pile. He told 
me to write an order to Mr. Page 
for $5,000 to be delivered by Ed- 
gar McClosky, who works in my 
father-in-law’s store. He gave me 
an envelope and I wrote as he 
ordered. He had a fruit jar of 
whisky and was drinking heavily, 
but I refused to drink with him,” 
Hank related. 

“We are going to the sawdust 
pile now to meet my three pals,” 
Hanks said his abductor told him 
after the ransom letter had been 
written. “They are plenty tough 
and if we don't get the $5,000, it 
will be just too bad for you.” 

Hank said he did not know 
what sawdust pile the man was 
talking about, but that he seemed 
to “eee the country exceptionally 
well. 

“While we were sitting beside 
the brush pile, I saw a colored 
man and woman leave the rail- 
road and start along the road. I 
recognized the man as Ira Lang- 
ston. He called: ‘Hello, Mr. Hanks,’ 
but before I could answer, my 
captor told me he would kill me if 
I said anything. The man and 


woman apparently became fright- 
ened at our silence and hurried 
back to the railroad track and 
disappeared. > 

“After walking about five miles 
through the woods, we came to an 
old abandoned sawmill. No one 
was there, and the man seemed 
upset, but said: ‘My pals will be 
here soon.’ He told me to dig a 
hole in the sawdust to keep warm, 
but I refused. We heard an auto- 
mobile approaching in a few min- 
utes and my kidnaper seemed to 
think it was his accomplices, but 
the car was turned before reach- 
ing the old man and we heard 
dogs barking. We had been at the 
sawdust pile about 30 minutes 
when we heard a car coming 
again. And then dogs started 
barking in the woods. 

“I was sitting with my back 
against a tree. Suddenly my cap- 
tor jumped up from the sawdust 
pile and started shooting at me. 
Some of the shots hit me in the 
face and neck, but I did not lose 
consciousness. 

“The man got down on his 
knees in front of me and said: 
‘I'm awfully sorry you got shot, 
but I didn’t do it.’ He then jump- 
ed up and started shooting again. 
A bullet hit me in the head and 
I lost consciousness. When I re- 
gained my senses, I was in a pool 
of blood and he was gone. 

“IT held to the tree and pulled 
to my feet. I saw a light in a 
house a long way off and started 
staggering through the woods to- 
ward it, trying to call for help. 
Then some fellows came and car- 
ried me to the house.” 

Brooks took King and Hinton 
to the hospital, confident that 
Hanks would identify the former 
as his assailant. Hanks said he 
had never seen the two before. 
His abductor, he~ said, was a 
shorter man than King. The 
prisoners were released. 

Banker Hanks recuperated 
rapidly and was removed to his 
home within 10 days. Meanwhile, 
the hunt continued, with Texas 
Ranger Bob Goss assisting the 
local forces. 

On February 3, Mr. Page receiv- 
ed a letter from Dallas, Texas, 
demanding $5,000 under threat of 
death. The message had been 
written with a pencil on a piece 
of wrapping paper.

federal mail offense, it had been 
sent by express in a small box of 
sand and gravel. 

The letter mentioned Hanks, 
said he had lied when he stated 
he refused a drink, and directed 
Page to insert a farm-for-sale 
ad, as a sign he was willing to 
pay, in the Dallas News. It threat- 
ened death to one of the Page 
daughters if the demand were 
refused, and was signed, “Five 
Desperate Men.” 

Hanks now admitted he had 
taken a couple of drinks at the 
sawdust pile. 

Dan McDuffie, lifelong resident 
of Bowie county, who had just 
been appointed to the Rangers, 
took charge of the case. The Page 
and Hanks homes, as well as the 
home of another Page daughter in 
Austin, Texas, were guarded con- 
stantly. 

Soon after McDuffie arrived in 
Redwater the big break came. 
Constable O. O. Rachel, of Maud, 
Texas, eight miles west of Red- 
water, brought in Mrs. Zora Belle 
Foster, 22, resident of Texarkana 
who had recently been visiting in 
Maud. Mrs. Foster accurately de- 
scribed the coat Hanks’ abductor 
had given him. Without seeing 
the coat, she was able to say just 
where it was torn. 

The coat, she told the officers, 
had belonged to one Jess Glasscoe, 
who had lived in her house in 
Texarkana with another man 
named Roy Towles. She had 
given Glasscoe the thread with 
which to mend his coat, she said. 

Glasscoe, Towles and T. H. 
Henson had been arrested Decem- 
ber 13 on a counterfeiting charge. 
Glasscoe and Towles had sawed 
their way to freedom the next 
day, but had been quickly re- 
captured in the Texarkana rail- 
road yards. After a hearing the 
trio had been taken to the Paris, 
Texas, jail, ninety miles to the 
west. 

Mrs. Foster recalled that Glass- 
coe said, the day after the Hanks 
kidnaping, “I made a haul last 
night but I lost my coat.” 

A checkup of women friends of 
Glasscoe and Towles brought the 
officers to Miss Della Mae War- 
ren. She eventually admitted she 
was with Glasscoe, another man 
named Travis Norwood and a 
stranger on the afternoon of De- 
cember 6. During a drive she 
heard one of the men say, “We 
will get Hanks first and go after 
Page later.” 

After they had passed through 
Redwater, she said, Glasscoe left 
the car, saying, “I will see you at 
the sawdust pile.” 

She returned to Texarkana with 
Norwood and the other man about 
an hour later. She then went to 
DeKalb, Texas, to visit friends, 
she continued, and did not sce 
Glasscoe again for several days. 
She denied Towles was in the 
group. 

Banker Hanks identified Glasas- 
coe when he heard his voice, but 
could not pick Glasscoe out of a 
group of men. 

As the search for Norwood 
spread over Texas and near-by 
states, the grand jury indicted 
Glasscoe for kidnaping, assault 
to murder and robbery with fire- 
arms. Towles and Henson were 
held as material witnesses. Glass- 
coe was scheduled for trial Feb- 
ruary 23, but on the 22d Towles 
announced he wanted to see the 
district attorney. 

He said Glasscoe bought the all- 
important coat in Hobbs, N. M., 


the previous September, that on 


the afternoon of December 6 
Glasscoe asked Mrs. Foster to fix 
him an early supper because he 
would be out for the night. Glass- 
coe left at 5 p. m., he said, and he 
did not see him until the next 
morning. 

That same night Norwood was 
arrested in Oklahoma City, so the 
Glasscoe trial was postponed until 
March 9. Norwood denied all con- 
nection with the case. 

The trial of Glasscoe lasted 
three weeks and resulted in 8& 
conviction on the robbery charge. 
(This indictment had been based 
on his theft of the flashlight while 
he had a gun in his hand.) He 
was sentenced to serve 25 years in 
prison. 

But that did not finish matters. 

Subsequently charges were dis- 
missed against Norwood, Towles 
was released, and Glasscoe won & 
new trial on the ground that a 
member of the jury had said he 
doubted the veracity of Glasscoe’s 
associates who had testified for 
both state and defense. 

The second trial began Decem- 
ber 8, 1932, and resulted in an 
acquittal. Some of the most im- 
portant state witnesses were no 
longer available. 

After this triumph for the de- 
fense, Glasscoe was taken to 
Leavenworth to start serving & 
two-year sentence for counterfeit- 
ing. The federal charge age’nst 
Henson was dismissed last May. 

So ends the Hanks case. Jus- 
tice appeared to have scorec @ 
touchdown in this affair only to 
have the ball called back. A jury- 
man had been offside.
